WHOLESALE  ORDERS.  To  those  growing  flow¬ 
ers  for  sale  and  florists  selling  bulbs  and  roots,  we 
are  prepared  to  give  interesting  prices  on  what  we 
have  to  offer  and  we  know  that  our  stock  is  pure 
and  true  to  type  and  suitable  for  planting  in  our 
climate. 


GUARANTEE.  We  exercise  the  greatest  care  to 
have  all  of  our  roots  and  bulbs  true  to  type  and  free 
of  disease  and  insects,  and  spend  plenty  of  time 
looking  over  every  plant  we  grow  at  least  every  two 
weeks  during  the  flowering  season.  Any  plant  show¬ 
ing  any  sign  of  a  “throwback  to  former  parentage,” 
is  immediately  destroyed,  and  for  that  reason  we 
have  the  utmost  confidence  in  our  stock.  All  of  our 
stock  has  been  inspected  by  the  Arkansas  State 
Plant  Board  and  has  proven  satisfactory  to  them  as 
far  as  their  inspectors  could  determine. 

Our  greatest  care  and  responsibility  is  to  give  our 
patrons  what  they  order,  and  if  any  Dahlia  root 
does  not  show  growth  above  ground  within  three 
weeks  after  planting,  please  report  same  to  us  and 
we  will  cheerfully  send  replacement.  This  applies 
to  all  other  roots  and  bulbs  listed  here,  but  in  cases 
of  Gladiolus,  Cannas,  Tuberoses  and  other  bulbs,  we 
never  have  any  trouble  regarding  their  starting  to 
grow  if  planted  in  the  proper  season.

If  any  garden  clubs  plan  a  fall  flower  show,  and 
will  notify  me  a  few  days  in  advance  of  coming 
after  them,  I  will  gladly  supply  them  plenty  of  gor¬ 
geous  Dahlias,  to  pep  up  their  showroom,  but  no 
flowers  are  cut  on  Saturdays  or  Sundays. 

Our  Dahlias  will  all  be  in  bloom  during  September 
and  October.  The  opportunity  of  seeing  several  hun¬ 
dred  varieties  in  bloom  at  the  same  time  will  give 
visitors  a  chance  to  observe  the  comparative  merits 
of  all  types  and  classes,  and  learn  more  here  in  a  few 
hours,  than  could  be  acquired  by  reading  all  the 
Dahlia  catalogues  published  in  the  United  States. 

LOCATION 

We  are  located  on  the  M.  B.  Moore  Farms,  one 
mile  north,  and  one  mile  west  of  Carlisle,  Ark. 

To  reach  Carlisle,  leave  U.  S.  Highway  70  at  Car¬ 
lisle  sign,  turn  north  through  town  until  you  reach 
cemetery,  on  turning  west  at  cemetery,  you  will 
see  the  farm.  We  promised  road  signs  last  year,  but 
were  too  busy  to  have  them  made,  but  will  have  them 
placed  this  year.  Carlisle  is  30  miles  east  of  Little 
Rock  on  U.  S.  Highway  No.  70,  which  is  now  finished. 

ABOUT  ADDRESSING  LETTERS 

If  you  forget  my  address,  use  any  name  suggestive 
of  flowers,  and  it  will  reach  me  promptly. 

The  young  ladies  in  our  local  postoffice  have  ac¬ 
quired  a  wonderful  intuition,  and  a  recent  letter  ad¬ 
dressed  to  THE  LOAFERS  FLOWER  FARM  was 
delivered  to  me  promptly.  Myself,  and  flowers  are 
well  known  in  this  locality,  and  an  incident  a  few 
years  ago  made  me  think  I  was  too  well  known. 
One  hot  Sunday  afternoon  I  was  trying  to  take  a 
nap,  but  soon  was  awakened  by  one  of  Ford’s  orig¬ 
inal  creations  coming  up  the  road  on  from  one  to 
three  cylinders.  When  opposite  the  house,  it  failed 
to  move,  and  the  two  occupants  climbed  out  to 
make  some  ignition  repairs.  In  a  loud  voice  (ac¬ 
quired  by  Model  T  owners),  one  man  asked  the  other 
who  lived  here,  the  other  man  said,  I  don’t  know  his 
name,  but  they  tell  me  he  is  the  d  ....  est  crank  that 
ever  hit  this  country,  he  gits  all  het  up  if  stray  cows 
git  into  his  flowers,  and  makes  his  hired  help  take 
care  of  tools  as  if  he  wasn’t  able  to  buy  any  more, 
and  wants  everything  just  so.  I  guess  he  had  my 
pedigree  all  right. 
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DEBUNKING  DAHLIAS 


We  can  grow  as  good  Dahlias  as  can  be  grown  in 
the  North,  and  some  varieties  better,  but  we  cannot 
grow  all  varieties  here  that  are  popular  in  the  North, 
and  sections  near  the  sea  coast,  as  many  of  the  late 
introductions  were  originated  along  the  eastern  or 
western  sea  coast  where  the  air  is  always  moist,  and 
weather  conditions  favorable  to  such  fragile  textured 
varieties  that  will  not  hold  up  in  our  57  varieties  of 
weather  that  we  have  to  contend  with  in  the  middle 
South.  Fortunately,  there  are  hundreds  of  Dahlia 
varieties,  whose  texture  is  strong  enough,  and  colors, 
unsurpassed  by  any,  that  will  give  splendid  results 
here  in  the  South. 

Much  of  my  spare  change  has  gone  into  these 
highly  ballyhued  Dahlias  that  were  recommended  to 
do  well  all  over  the  country,  and  I  have  not  quite 
abandoned  the  habit  yet,  hard  to  overcome  a  habit 
of  long  standing,  a  habit  started  in  1896. 

The  fact  that  a  Dahlia  has  created  a  sensation 
and  won  a  prize,  and  has  been  placed  on  Hart’s  roll 
of  honor  at  the  A.  D.  S.  Dahlia  Show  in  New  York, 
don’t  mean  a  thing  to  a  real  Dahlia  fancier,  as  flow¬ 
ers  grown  and  exhibited  at  such  shows  are  expressly 
grown  for  that  purpose  only,  by  past  masters  in  the 
art  of  artificially  boosting  their  plants,  allowing  only 
one  flower  to  mature  on  a  plant,  which  is  protected 
both  from  winds  and  sun.  What  the  real  fancier 
and  amateur  wants,  is  a  Dahlia  for  its  lasting  beauty 
and  charm,  plus  enough  vigor  in  the  plant  to  elimi¬ 
nate  everlasting  coddling  and  close  attention.  Some 
catalogues  stress  the  large  number  of  honor  roll 
Dahlias  which  they  list;  I  believe  my  price-list  in¬ 
cludes  about  as  many  as  others  do,  but  never  con¬ 
sidered  it  worth  mentioning. 

How  a  Dahlia  behaves  in  the  North,  East,  or  West 
is  of  no  interest  to  us  here,  but  what  we  can  expect 
of  any  variety  here,  is  what  we  are  interested  in. 

I  attended  the  Mid-West,  or  so-called  International 
Dahlia  Show  at  The  Century  of  Progress  last  year 
and  spent  about  all  my  time  during  the  show  with 
the  Dahlia  and  Gladiolus  exhibits.  What  I  saw  there 
only  confirmed  what  I  have  always  contended,  that 
for  keeping  qualities,  and  retaining  their  color  val¬ 
ues,  the  popular  varieties  of  moderate  price,  are  far 
ahead  of  any  of  the  late  and  high-priced  novelties. 
Such  varieties  as  Jerseys  Beauty,  Jane  Cowl,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  and  many  other  well  known  sorts  were  hold¬ 
ing  up  fine,  while  many  of  the  over  fed  varieties  were 
hanging  their  heads  on  the  second  day  of  show  as 
if  afflicted  with  sick  headache. 
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A  FEW  REMARKS  OF  INTEREST  TO  OUR 
READERS  AND  PATRONS 


Our  Dahlias  are  grown  on  land  that  has  produced 
many  crops  of  rice  and  is  not  at  all  considered  rich 
soil.  After  being  in  rice  several  years,  the  soil  be¬ 
comes  very  compact,  and  we  use  the  ashes  from  the 
burnt  rice  straw  stacks  to  loosen  the  soil  and  make 
it  more  friable. 

Our  Dahlias  are  grown  only  for  the  roots,  and  for 
that  reason  we  use  no  fertilizer,  about  one-half  gal¬ 
lon  of  ashes  is  mixed  with  the  soil  at  planting  time 
where  the  roots  are  placed. 

We  space  our  Dahlias  from  three  to  four  feet  apart 
in  rows  five  feet  apart,  which  insures  each  plant 
getting  its  needed  supply  of  mineral  nourishment, 
which  all  root  crops  require  for  best  results.  We  go 
through  the  plantings  every  week,  noting  the  condi¬ 
tion  and  behavior  of  all,  and  destroy  any  that  show 
variation  from  type,  or  delayed  growth.  When  flow¬ 
ering  begins,  we  are  with  them  every  day,  and  in 
large  plantings,  sports,  and  plants  reverting  to  some 
former  parentage  may  appear  which  are  promptly 
pulled  out.  Last  year  was  our  first  experience  with 
plants  reverting,  we  had  three  varieties  act  this  way, 
and  destroyed  all  the  offenders.  We  had  one  sport 
of  a  gorgeous  rich  red  and  formation  like  Jane  Cowl, 
which  came  on  a  branch  of  Charles  Stratton,  and 
are  reserving  what  few  roots  we  have  of  this  variety 
for  further  trial,  and  what  we  sell  of  this  variety 
this  year  will  be  from  another  grower. 

Our  records  of  last  year’s  business  are  intact,  and 
we  are  going  to  replace  free  all  of  the  offending 
varieties  that  were  sent  out  on  orders  last  year. 

The  best  guide  to  soil  requirements  for  Dahlias 
is  what  would  be  required  for  a  good  crop  of  Irish 
potatoes.  Easily  working  soil  that  does  not  bake  in 
hot  dry  weather,  and  enough  moisture  when  needed, 
but  remember  that  Dahlia  roots  will  rot  when  too 
wet,  and  that  is  why  we  grow  them  on  ridges.  Our 
instruction  sheet  which  goes  out  with  every  order 
will  give  more  detailed  information. 

We  are  going  to  have  many  of  these  highly  boosted 
newer  varieties  of  Dahlias  again  this  year,  and  want 
you  to  come  here  in  September  or  October  and  see 
how  they  are  behaving  with  us.  If  they  prove  to 
be  fine,  we  will  derive  much  pleasure  sharing  your 
admiration;  if  they  prove  disappointing,  it  will  only 
confirm  our  convictions  in  preaching  to  you  on  the 
folly  of  spending  money  on  high-priced  novelties. 
Come  if  you  can,  there  is  plenty  to  see  here  during 
the  fall  months. 
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Glassification  of  Dahlias 

There  is  considerable  confusion  in  the  proper 
classification  of  the  Dahlia,  and  authorities  are  not 
agreed  on  the  exact  classification  of  some  types. 
Below,  we  will  give  the  American  Dahlia  Society’s 
classification  of  the  types  listed  in  this  catalogue: 

FORMAL  DECORATIVE.  Fully  double  flowers, 
floral  rays  generally  broad,  either  pointed  or  rounded 
at  tips,  with  outer  floral  rays  tending  to  recurve  and 
central  floral  rays  tending  to  be  cupped;  all  floral 
rays  in  a  somewhat  regular  arrangement.  Example: 
Jerseys  Beauty,  Sagamore,  Regal. 

INFORMAL  DECORATIVE.  Fully  double  flowers, 
floral  rays  generally  long,  twisted  or  pointed  and 
usually  in  irregular  arrangement.  Example:  Jane 
Cowl,  Mrs.  Alfred  B.  Seal. 

INCURVED  CACTUS.  .  Fully  double  flowers  with 
the  margins  of  the  majority  of  the  floral  rays  revo¬ 
lute  for  one-half  or  more  of  their  length.  The  floral 
rays  tending  to  curve  towards  the  center  of  the 
flower.  Example:  F.  W.  Fellows. 

RECURVED  AND  STRAIGHT  CACTUS.  Fully 
double  flowers,  with  the  margins  of  the  majority  of 
the  floral  rays  revolute  for  one-half  of  their  length 
or  more.  The  floral  rays  being  recurved  or  straight. 
Example:  Ambassador. 

SEMI-CACTUS.  Fully  double  flowers  with  the 
margin  of  the  majority  of  the  floral  rays  revolute 
for  less  than  one-half  of  their  length.  Example: 
Edna  Ferber. 

PEONY.  Open  centered  flowers  with  not  more 
than  three  rows  of  ray  florets  regardless  of  form  or 
number  of  florets,  with  the  addition  of  smaller  curled 
or  twisted  floral  rays  around  the  disk.  Example: 
Cecelia,  Geisha. 

BALL.  Fully  double  flowers,  ball  shaped  or  slight¬ 
ly  flattened,  floral  rays  in  spiral  arrangement,  blunt 
or  rounded  at  tips  and  quilled  or  with  markedly  in¬ 
volute  margins,  two  inches  or  more  in  diameter. 
Example:  Velvet  Ball,  Gold  Medal,  Vivian. 

POMPON.  Having  same  characteristics  as  ball 
Dahlias  but  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter. 

While  we  grow  about  four  hundred  varieties  of 
Dahlias  every  year,  this  list  is  purposely  confined  to 
about  one-half  of  the  better  moderate  priced  sorts, 
and  includes  many  of  the  newer  desirable  varieties, 
stock  of  which  has  been  withheld  from  sale  by  us 
for  increase  of  stock  until  we  had  enough  to  offer 
at  attractive  prices,  and  much  cheaper  than  others 
are  offering  them  at. 

We  are  testing  this  year  as  we  always  do  many  of 
the  newer  varieties  and  late  novelties,  should  you 
want  varieties  not  mentioned  in  this  list  and  will 
write  your  wants,  we  will  be  pleased  to  offer  any 
variety  you  may  want  if  we  have  it,  but  cannot  issue 
a  complete  list  of  such  varieties 'as  we  collect  these 
throughout  the  season  from  many  sources. 

We  are  not  recommending  any  of  the  late  novelties 
even  if  you  should  order  them  from  us,  but  will 
guarantee  them  as  true  to  name  and  in  growing 
condition.  As  we  have  stated  before,  buying  novel¬ 
ties  is  taking  a  gambler’s  chance.

The  well  formed  blooms  are 
held  upright  on  extra  fine  stems,  and  will 
hold  up  better  than  most  Dahlias  as  a  cut 
flower.

EASTERN  STAR.  A  large  and  deep  flower  of 
saffron  yellow,  with  old  gold  shadings.  Plant 
is  tall  and  thrifty  with  erect  and  strong  stems. 


A  reliable  large  yellow _  .50 

ELIZA  CLARK  BULL.  A  large  white  of  good 
form  and  a  free  bloomer.  Plant  not  as  tall  as 
Ida  Perkins _  .50 

ELITE  GLORY.  I  believe  this  dazzling  red 
Dahlia  to  be  the  most  reliable  of  all  large 
pure  reds  for  our  climate.  Has  all  desirable 
qualities,  flowers  very  large,  good  strong  stems 


holding  flowers  erect  at  all  times,  healthy 
vigorous  plant,  and  a  good  producer  through¬ 
out  the  season.  Will  make  more  very  large 
flowers  than  any  other  red  that  we  have  ever

FORDHOOK  MARVEL.  A  very  large  flower  of 
peach  red  shading  to  salmon  orange,  and 
strawberry  pink.  A  prize  winner - $  .50 

FORT  WASHINGTON.  A  deep  red  or  maroon 
of  very  large  size.  Deeper  in  color  and  not 
as  productive  as  Elite  Glory.  Plants  are  vig¬ 
orous  and  stems  are  good -  .75

If  your  Dahlias  assume  a  sickly  color,  both  in 
plant  and  flower  after  attaining  their  full  growth, 
they  are  scalded  by  excessive  hot  weather  conditions 
and  vapor  arising  from  the  ground.  Under  such 
conditions,  pick  off  all  withered  foliage  and  flowers, 
and  this  will  induce  new  growth  later  in  the  fall 
when  weather  becomes  cooler,  and  will  surprise  you 
with  their  rapid  recovery  and  prolific  production  of 
their  best  flowers. 

Where  Dahlias  are  grown  near  a  lawn  or  sod 
ground,  watch  out  for  cut  worms,  as  they  are  very 
fond  of  the  young  Dahlia  plant.  Our  instruction 
sheet  which  goes  out  with  every  order  gives  simple 
instructions  on  how  to  overcome  this  pest. 


When  To  Plant  Dahlias 

Dahlias  can  be  planted  from  April  15th  to  August 
15th  with  success  in  this  climate,  but  early  plant¬ 
ings  will  not  produce  satisfactory  flowers  during  the 
hot  months  of  July  and  early  August,  but  will  again 
revive  and  give  many  beautiful  flowers  during  the 
cool  fall  months,  if  given  reasonable  moisture  during 
the  hottest  season. 

However,  we  believe  that  for  the  average  fancier, 
planting  the  latter  part  of  June  or  early  July  will 
be  the  most  satisfactory,  but  such  plantings  should 
have  an  application  of  commercial  fertilizer  worked 
into  the  soil  surrounding  the  plant  about  September 
1st  or  the  later  flowers  will  not  be  of  best  form. 

Our  own  Dahlias  are  not  grown  for  their  flowers, 
but  for  the  best  commercial  roots  and  we  plant  from 
August  1st  to  August  15th.

DAHLIA  ROOTS  OR  TUBERS 

It  is  customary  to  call  Dahlia  roots,  tubers.  This 
is  not  correct  botanically,  as  a  tuber  is  a  thickened 
or  fleshy  portion  of  underground  stem  having  eyes 
or  buds,  from  which  new  plants  are  produced;  such 
as  the  potato.  A  root  does  not  contain  eyes  or  buds. 
In  the  Dahlia,  we  really  have  a  tuberous  root  with 
eyes  on  the  crown,  and  not  on  the  true  root  itself. 


DAHLIAS  FOR  CUTTING 

In  cutting  Dahlias  for  exhibition  or  home  use,  re¬ 
move  all  lower  leaves  and  buds,  as  this  extra  growth 
will  hasten  the  evaporation  and  shorten  the  life  of 
the  flower.  Dahlias  should  be  cut  late  in  the  even¬ 
ing,  or  very  early  in  the  morning,  and  immediately 
placed  in  cool  water  and  in  a  dark  place  for  a  few 
hours.  For  hot  water  treatment,  treat  as  above, 
then  put  stems  in  one  inch  of  almost  boiling  water 
for  about  two  minutes,  then  place  in  deep  cold  water 
to  cool.  Wilted  flowers  can  often  be  revived  with 
the  hot  water  treatment.  Never  cut  off  the  dis¬ 
colored  part  of  stem  unless  you  are  going  to  give 
the  hot  water  treatment  again. 

Avoid  placing  flowers  in  a  draft,  as  the  slower  the 
evaportion,  the  longer  your  flowers  will  keep  in  good 
condition.
